BACKGROUND OF THE STUDY^ 

In February .iof 1976, the Office of Educational SeryiceSr 
University of Dayton, , completed and submitted its ^tudy of Thirteen 
High Schools in Greater Cincinnati ^to the Office of Education, 
Cincinnati Archdiocese, A recommendation from that study urged the 
Arch^iot^ese to c'onduct a similar study of tjie elementary schools 
located, in the same general geographic area, '

are declining enrollments, particularly, in the sifialler sc;hools. 
For instancy* whereas change in enrollment from 600 to 525 may be 
accommodated, a decline from 200*to"125 may be critical.' F'ur- 
th^more^ the general decline in the birth rate and the rather 
sharp population decline in the central city (where many of the. 
smaller schools are located) have made the support 'of ^schools in 
that area difficult. These circumstances* are not likely to reverse 
themselves-. Data presented in Chapter II show the decline in' 
baptisms, church attendance and membership, especia^l-ly in the 
central city. 

National enrollment data tor student populations through the 
mid 1980 's, also give credence to* the problem*. The following table 
and figure are taken from enrollment data and estimates based' on

Already, significant changes^ have taken place in Arch-* 
^diocesan elementary schools. Mergers have been effec^^d, some 
by combining the pppulations of two schools and reorganizing 
grades; some by closing ,a school' building and shifting' the stu- 
dents to another building;- and others by simply closing a school 
-when it becomes impossible financially to k.eep^it open. Exalnp^es. 
are Gressle School (St. Matthew and St." Elizabeth) , and Holy 
Family, Our Lady of Grace and Our Lady of Perpetual Help (in 
1976)^ organized as lower and upper elementary schools I Dis-. 
CA^ssij|ns between other* parishes are presently under wa^ concerning^ 
various changes. ' ' * ^ 

* One other concern to which the stud^ will address itself is 
the issue of racial balance and the Archdiocesan commitment to 
Cktholic education in the central city. Since participation in 
Catholfc education is a voluntary matter, drastic changes in 
a±tendance areas or extqn^ive movements of children without f 
parental approvaL could easily have a ^further deteriorating Bf feet 
*on school enrollments. 

The study design included a survey of parish pastors ' (Chapter 
Ilj , and a survey of school principals (Chapter III) . Information^ 
gathered from these surveys, in addition to data gathered from 
--otH^f screes , resulted in^the ideivtif icatlon of target schools 
for on-^i'te ^visitations and(^rincipal ' s interv||ews. Twenty nine 
schools were extensively ? investigated 'In this process and fifteen

The survey form for ^the ^stoifs of the various parish schools 
was used to so-licit information and^ ppinions about educational 
policies and Management. * The pastor .as leader of the parish is in 
a most influential position' to effect the operation and future* 
directions of the schooX^. The survey -w^s , designed by the "'University 
o^ Dayton Office of Educational - Services and submitted to. the Arch- 
diocese Superintendent of Schools^for approval. A« similar ^> 
questionnaire was sent to the school^.building principal^ Several* 
items" were to be used as cross referencegf^ ' ^ . *

A request was made in Question 13 to indicate the percent of 
income from various sources. The ,distributior> varies widely for 
the- schools responding as indicated by Table II. * - ' 

The major sourcps of funding as can be expected are from 
tuition (about 25%) and parish support (75%). Other sdurces, 
where indicated by t?he pastors / account for a *relatively small 
percentage. There are eight* schools receiving direct Archdiocesan 
financial ,s;^p^cmt, but-only four of thetfv responded. Of these four 
»the average ^oiint of support' is about 33%. As for a change or 
increase in any of I'the sources of income, opinions^ary . About 
40% would prefer t.o see ah increase in -tuition while ,t predictably, 
60% would prefer no change. Only one- fourfek envision an increase 
in parish support; the remainder see this amount as likely Xo 
remain stable or decrease. A nambex ^'id indicate a pcfssible in- 
crease in gifts, grants and scholarship support. Several pastors 
were hopeful of some iocreas^ in income' through sii^te sources. 

Pastors tend to think the services from the Office of Educa- 
tion are^^adequWe , for the most part* Financial assistance and

Attitudes about mass purchasing or cooperative purchasing 
through" a central source were surveyed. Most parishes deal ^ 
directly with salesmen or jobbers and most purchases are made on 



a yearly basis. Only fou^ indica±ed that bids are requested^ and 
'Only one indicated a cooperative purchasing procedure .with an- 
other parish,' Qn the other hand, 33 of the 43 responding to 'the 
question indicated favor toward a^ system of cooperative pur- 



cfhasing items common to most schools. 

In the face o.f declining enrol lifients , the pastors generally 
favor some plan of reorganization, conso^dation •oT" merger • 
Twent<!^^^fo percent were satisfied with thje way thing^ are and 
only ^eighteen pe^rcent said some schools should be closed. Sixty 
percerk; favored the method of merger or reorganization,

the decline in^ the birth rate and perhaps *a decline in the number 
\of Catholic parents having their children baptized; only four 
showed more baptisms in 1974 than irt' 1*964 and only three remained 
at the same figure.

- number of factors certainly influence this rate, an ■extremely 
low rate of survival could indicate enrollment problems. ^ A 
further study of baptisms and school enrcdlments might provide 

,^ some luf'dicators of/'^futur^ enrollments. At any rate, survi^^l per- 
centages ranged fro^m' i low of 11.1% to a high)of 438. 5%, the; 
median being 58.6^%. It is interesting to note that the' school^ 
^with the smallest enrollments;^ thpse that became target schools' 
for further investigation Were^ with only one exception, all below -

A reviev;. of the -table shows, that the fa^lities available 

far outnumber the building perso-nfiel specifically trained in 

the special subjecj^ area. The increase iTi- available facilities 

is due in part to the declining enrollment in many .schools. 

As classrooms are no longer njeedjed for^ regular instruction they 

are converted to librBry^.'^usic, art and conference areas.

The ability of the school' to adequately support various areas 
o^ th^* educational endeavor is viewed po^'sitively by most, princi- ' 
pals. There are three areas .where a number of principals voiced^ 
concern. In the areas of building maintenance "and adequate " 
custodial staff, about 20^ indicate a concern about not being 
able to meet t^e increasing financial demands of these needs. 
Likewise, for teacher salaried; 34% indicate that this is an 
area -where support is inadequate. This is corroborated by^hose"' 
,who have problems in recruiting staff. Those who do (27%), 
list salary- competition as one of the major reasol^s. ' ' * 
principals .view^the Office of Education as adequately sup- *^ 
^1/ing most services, listed. One area, however, stands, out as 
a',service they want th,e Office to perform; 8^% indicated a need 
for psychological services. Financial* assistance was also in- 
dicated as a need.-^f the 42 principals responding, 29 indicate 
a need in ^his area. Additional assistance in teacher Recruitment' 
and school, policy development was also indicated by about 22%*

Most materials and supplies are purchased by the individual"" 
"school directly *from salesmen 'or jobbers. Most of these are 
purchased on a once-a-year basis. Only three indicate a bidding 
procedure and only four indicate any cooperative effort with - 
other parishes. It is interesting to note that two principals 
indicate thati' books are*purchased^ by bid through the public school. 

The plan known as Institutional Purchasing is used by 57% 
of the principals but comments writteft on the <form indicate y ' 
dissatisfaction because of poor service and high prices. Over 
77% of the respondents favor some' workable cooperative purchasing 
arrangement. Some of those not in favor gave reasons of previous 
poor service, storage problems and difficulties of deliveries. 

Principals were asked to indicate thei-r preference 
alternative solutions to the problem of declining enrollments. 
Only two indicate that when enrollment declines significantly 
the school . should be closed. Forty-three (59.7%) indicate* that 
reorganizatidnal measures should be undertake ty distribute 
students. Others (37,5%) want to leave attendance areas as 
they are.* There were some suggestions offered such as heavier 
recruiting of a larger *non-Catnolic enrollment, an<f (developing 
centralized .elementary, schools much in^the image of the present 
h'igh schools. * \ . '

\ 2. Grades^ available in the parish school are from 
K-^e-Co 2-6.

3. Classroom staff ranges from a low of 3.6 FTE to-- 
a high of.

4. The pupil-teacher ratio ranges from 18-1 to 38-1. 

Generally speaking, the smallest schools have the 

lowest pupil-.teacher ratio. 

5. Tuitions vary widely. For the individual student 
from the parish in 1976 the ratio r^angefe from no 
cost up to $200 plus fees. The most cWnon 
tuition being $100, with only modejfct i^m^eases 
over the past three years. Each parish has its 
own, adjustments for multiple enrollments per ' 
family with usually an upper limit. * 



Costs Per Pupil. TWfese data were taken from the 
1975- Financial Analysis of * the Archdiocese, While 
the per pupil costs ranges from a low of $278 ta 
a high of $674/ the variance is suspect. The 
.cost .of instruction undet "religion" tends to skew 
"the data since the salary costs of religious 
personnel is quite low, A more meamin^ful atnd 
standard system of financial reporting, is needed 
so that accurate per pupil costs can be determined. 
The accuracy of these costs is essential when 
^determining rate of tuition for non-Catholics, 

Minority percents in the various schools, range 
Trom a low of 0% to a high of 100%, No attempt* 
has been made to give an average. The greater 
minority enrollment tends to be centered in those 
schpols remaining ip the centxal city area. 

The percent of non-Catholic enrollment tends to 
be highest in the central city area where 
minority enrollment is, also at its highest 
(refer -to Table VI), *There is .very little non- 
Catholic enrollment in the suburban schools.

As a p§irt .of this study, site visitations were Nconducted on 

selected elementary schools. The s^ection of the schools to be 

vis^ited was made -^fter, data were, gathered from a variety of sources 

. including '4:hat presented- in Chapters II and III, Prom the outset 

' of the project it was -realized that \it was neither necessary, 

feasible nor practical to vlsit^ all schools. Therefore, criteria >

purpose ^of the study. 

w Because the problejn of declining* enrollment .was one of the 
primary* purposes of the study, it 'was also a priority item in 
choosing schools for visitation. Declining enrollments beiiig 
4 rather common, this was further delineated. The study staff felt 
that a decline, while a problem* in any school, become^ quite crit- 
ical -when enrollments (ADM)^fall ,b6low 200, This is based on the 
reasoning that beJ.ow thi/S figure it becomes necessary to combine 
grade ^levels*, the availability of support services gleclines amcl the 
total number of parish fdirfilies has dropped to a level that* makes 
^ support of the school* by the community quite burdenspme. Consid- 
eration was also given to ethnic enrollments, Archdiocesaii^^in^ncial 
supportiC geographic* location and expenditures per' pupil. With few, 
excepti^ff^^however , when, the ADM criterion was ap^ied the ^other - 
factors wert* §^nerally present. 

In addition, a number of schools were vi^sited for reason of 
possiblfe reeommfendations. In order to make a recommendation,- for 



instance, to close a buildijigy it was necessary to view another 
»school(s) to determine the viabilij^y of such k reQOTninendat;iion, 

' ♦ A total of 28 elementary schools were visited. Included in 
each visitation werq a building and site inspection, an inter- 
view with the principal and, in some instances^ a'di^cu^sion with 
the pastor. It should be noted here that the copperatlton afforded 
the consultants by the principals was outstanding.'* All were very 
open in their responses to questions ' and were extremely helpful 
in building tours.

Not listed are^those schools visited only to. determine - mileage , ^ 
location pr sintilar reasons, I^ot included in th^s report are the 
schools in Hamilton, Ohio even, though data werp collected for them. 
The Cox;pus Ch.?isti parish on "the Northern edge 'of Hamilton CpUffty 
which transports Its students into al rented schqol in Hamilton 
(the former Hcunilton Catholic Boys High— School) as evidently sat- 
isfied with this arrangement. The establ^hmen^ of ^he Catholic" 
Continunity Schools in Hamiltoi) is evidence pf the kinds of mergers 
tha-^ can take pl^ce for the advan^Sige of al.l coiicerned even though 
as one pastor remarked, "^,.it is difficult to gle^se^ one parish, 
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it be«|l!h$§ three times as difficult to please three parishes." 

Clermont County 

Four elementary schools in Clermont County were visited. 

-St. Louis in Owen^^i^le is a fairly new school, with adequate 
facilities that appear to be wqII maintained. Enrollments are ^ 
small in most classes makifig it possible to take on additional 
students in each g*rade. Some students are attending frofn parishes, 
having no school. Merger. or cooperation with other schools is not^ 
feasible due distances,. As housing developments move eastward 
from Cincinnati, OwensvilXe should be an ai;ea which will grow. ♦ 
The principal is in need o^ some assistance since she does soine 
teaching, has no secretary and handles the purchasing^chofes in 
addition to all other dutiers required of an administrator. 

St. Bernadette School in Amelia is also housed in a fairly 
new facility. It is up-tp-date an^^ell maintained. There is a 
connecting area to the church which is older but is very acceptable 
for classroom space. The grounds are spacious and support services 
are good. The principal^ who is new this year, has established 
two goals for herself |^ to^ add the first grade, and to eliminate the 
combination class in the lower grades. A few students are. coming 
from parishes having lio school.. St. Bernadette is also the recip- 
ient of students, who Cannot get into St. Veronica and, St. Thomas 
More. Out-of-parish tuition rates seem' to be unrealistically low. 
The parish, is small but has real ^otentj^l for growth. The area 
is quite accessible to Cincinnati and numerous developments have 
been undertaken or are being planned.

Two schools ^re available within a short . distance / St . James/ 
Wyominq and St. Gabriel. St. James is the smaller school with 
smaller clas^ siies. However, it wou^d hot absorb the present 
student body of St. Martin without bringing in staff. (Table VIII) 

On^ the other hand^ it would Yiot be unrealistic to assume that 
^ not all of the St. Martin students would elect to go to St, James 
thereby making absorntion more practical. 

St. Gabriel* is a larger building with a somewhat larger stu- . 
dfent body (317). According to the principal it is in the process 
of dropping one class per year until ^ one class per grade remains. 
As rooms become available^ they are put together uses. Presently 
the building could accommodate the present St. Martin student 
enrollment. *A comparison of the two schools is shown \n Table IX. 

St. Gabriel has an additional advantage in that it, is located 
in the 'same public school district as St. Martin (Princeton City)^ 
St. James, on the other hand, is in the Wyoming City School District 
Very few of the St. Martin students presently matriculate in a 
Catholic high school. 

Both schools have the facilities lacking at St. Martin. 
Both could -handle, the student enrollment. Both St. James and 
StT^abriel have some- minority enrollments so that transition would 
bQ -no problem. (See Table XX) 

It is therefore further recommen-ded that discussions begin 
between St. Gabriel, St. Martin and the Archdiocese for possible

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At first glance it would appear that this solution i's even 
more unrealistic than the merger -with Cure of Ars.^ EVen though 
St. Margaret has th^ advantage of available space, "the ratio'of ' 
30 students to a classroom would result in the accoinmodation of . 
only 350r360 studeiits. This figure is smaller than the eiltipe 
• student population of both schools, even tl;^ough it is very pos-

Finally a consolidation of the three Schools in two buildings 
is. a possibility.'^ Table^ XIV shows tha ADM- staff comparisons for 
the threfe..

-t^t is recommended' that as some school enrollments incre*ase 
to the' extent that additional space is required, the Archdiocese 
explore the possibility of using space in nearby Catholic ele- • 
m^entary schools. Because the Archdiocese encompasses an area 
which includes the full spactrum of schools increasing in entoll- 
ment and schools experiencing drastic declined, it is' in a position 
to do what- many public school ' district* are unable to-do. This.^

Reconunendation #9 

It IS recommended tJ^at the Superintendent's authority be 
strengthened aad that his staff be expanded. In the interviews, 
the principals indicated, that they need more assistance in 
such areas as curricuTunTplanning-,- tegal services , finances, 
gpantsmanship, planning for enrollment change's, planning consoli- 
dations, mergers or closings. They indicat^he Superintendent's 
staff is now.doing^as much as can be expected but it is overworked 
and overextended. While increased services from the Office , 
would be beneficial, many principals are also .concerned about 
the Superintendent's lack of authority.- As several of them put 
It, "The Catholic Schools of . Cincinnati are nc^t part of a system; 
they're part of a non-system of federation." The Superintendent's 
lack of Authority (and the extreme decentralization 'which accom- 
panies that lack) places hire in the managerially unsound position 
pf having responsibility without authority. 
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
